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JOS. FRENCH’S REPORT OF 
TRUSTEES CONVENTION 


To the Board of Trustees 


Strathmore School District. 

Gentlemen :— 

As your appointed delegate to 
the Annual Meeting of the Alberta 
School Trustees Association, held 
in Calgary on the 4th, Sth and 6th 
of February, | beg to submit the 
following report. 

On ‘Tuesday morning 
4th inst., the delegates were ad 
dressed by Mr Bucannon, now 
Asst. Superintendent of the Cal 
gary schools, who spoke principal 
ly of S#iool Supervision His ad 
dress applied rather more to the 
country schools than town schools 
and he endeavored to show that, 
the better supervision would be 
brought about under the provisions 
of the proposed New School Act. 

Superintendents with prope 
protfeswional qualifications wop.lu 
select the teachers and supervisors 
subject to the approval and ap- 
pointment by the local Boards.. 

Young unexperienced teachers, 
just out of the Normal Schools, 
would then have a better chance, 
under the guidance of the super 
visors to quickly adapt thmselves 

The sphere of the inspector and 
superviser would be entirely sep- 
erate. ‘he former would inspect 
the class and grade the teachers, 
Whereas the latter would advise 
and help the teacher in their mann 
ers and methods of teaching etc. 

To provide for this supervision 
the present small rural districts 
would have to organize into larg 
er units of say 20 or 3U rural dist 
ricts. 

Mr King president of the ass- 


tne 


ociation addressed the delegates 
during the morning session and em 


phasised the point that we are not 
entering the Industrial stage in 
Alberta and provision must be 
made to give our children the pro- 
per education at home to fit them 
to meet the changed conditions. 
The great problem before us will 
then be finance as more provision 
would have to be made for Techni- 
cal course in town and rural center 

On Tuesday afternoon we were 
adderessed by Dr. W. A. Carroth- 
ers of Saskatoon University on 
“How to apply Technical Educa 
tion and vocational training in the 
smaller centers.” 

This was a most interesting dis 
cussion and probably the most im- 
portant. 

Contribution of the various 
addresses given I hope that when 
the annual report of the conven- 
tion is published this particular 
address by Dr. Carrothers can be 
published in our local paper for the 
benefit of teachers, parents ana 
thosg generally interestd in an ed- 
ucation. 

However I would like to ment- 
ion a few of the things which im- 
pressed me in refrring to the topic 
of his addresses he first of all ask- 
ed the question, “Can it be paid for 
Thig again brings us back to the 
question of a larger unit system 
He then spoke of creating a voc 
ational interest and back ground 
for our children and that they 
should be taught that sometime 
they will be called upon to earn 
their own living.

You have bad the Finaucial 


Statement of the District in your 
hands for some time past and, no 
doubt, have gone into it at your 
leisure. Commenting very briefly 
on the statement will be moted that 
it shows our position to be much 
about the same as at the end of 
1928. While the proportion of out- 
standing taxes at the close of 1929 
is greater than at the end of 1928 
it must be borne in mind that crop 
conditions this year werg such 
that quite a number of those who 
have been in the habit of paying 
promptly were without the funds to 
take care of their taxes as in for- 
mer years. The serious loss suf- 
fered by this District in the Hail 
storm of August 10th, 1929 had a 
very direct bearing om the tax 
paying ability of a great number of 
our people. In the district hardest 
hit by hail the number insured was 
comparatively small hence the lose 
was proportionately heavier. The 
Municipal Mill rate in 1929 was 7 
mills and that of 1928 was 6%. 
The aditional % mill is accounted 
for by the increase uecessary op 
account of the construction of the 
new Municipal Office (buliding 
which was authorized by the rate- 
payers at the last Municipal] Elec- 
tions. As explained at that time

The news from Montreal that the 
Canadian Pacific Railway will in 
1930 expend $50,000,000 on new 
equipmert, new branch lines saad 
improvment to ,xisting equipment, 
should help to create a feeling ot 
confidence, that the present finan- 
cial depression will only be tem 
porary. 

At the same time the unnounce- 
mnent is made that it has been de 
cided to split the shares of the 
company four to one, mainly with 
the object of giving the small 
investor an opportunity to obtain 
@few shares’ in the Company, 
thereby developing a personal in 
terest in the affairs of that organ- 
ization which is, has been, and will 
continue to be such an important 
factor in the Canadian develop- 
ment. 

The plan must be ratified by Act 
of Parliament before it becomes 
effective and this creates the op- 
portunity for opposition from those 
who see “Red” whenever a corpor- 


ation makes a new move of any 
description. 
It certainly would seem a 


wise course, if every share of the 
Company was owned by the small 
investors of Canada, giving them 
@ chance to hold shares in what is 
recognized the world over as one 
of the most gigantic undertakings 
and possibly the best managed of 
all the private owned railways 
certainly at least equal to the best 

Even when the Canadian Pacific 
had a real monoply in the west of 
transportation, the Company were 
noted for the courtesy of their em- 
Dloyees.which characteristic has 
not become less in the days of com- 
petition with the great Public 
owned Canadian National. 

It is only a short time since the 
Company made very favorable 
terms for the employees to obtain 
shares which was immediately in- 
terpreted by many of the would-be 
seers as a deep laid plot to con- 
trol the labor situation.

B W. Beatty. Chairman and 
President of the Company be- 
fore the members of the Cana- 


dian Industrial Traffic League at 
their banquet in Montreal re- 
cently. With the filling up 
of this country wnd the advance- 
ment of its commerce, not only 
will new construction and new 
territory be required, but vastly 
enlarged and improved facilities in 
the older districts will be needed 
because they will be outgrown by 
the needs of the communities for 
which they are provided,” he em- 
hasized when pointing his faith 
n the future of Canada and when 
urging upon his hearers and upon 
all other business men a “sympa- 
thetic regard for our needs and an 
accurate appreciation of what we 
naxe done and are endeavouring to 

" 

Declaring that the policy of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway was one 
of faith in Canada and intelligent 
self interest, Mr. Beatty supported 
his statements with a series of 
graphic and deeply interesting fig- 
ures. This policy, he said, has re- 
sulted in capital expenditure of 
more than $386,000,000 during the 
past decade; improvements and 
new construction which previded 
Canada not only with improved 
railway facilities but with new 
hotels, new ocean fleets and with 
a deeper pride and patriotism in 
the Dominion as witnessgd by the 
nation-wide response to the Influ- 
ence and appeal of the music festi- 
vals held in cities from coast to 
coast, which festivals, he empha- 
sized, made a substantial contri- 
bution to the cultural life of this 
country and to its solidarity as a 
nation. 

Railway problems, Mr. Beatty 
continued, were no longer the 

roblems of the railway operator, 
aeamare and shareholders exclu- 
sively, More and more the trans- 
portation companies were taking 
the business man generally and the 

ublie at large into their confidence 
in order that they could appreciate 
railway problems and in turn give 
their intelligent support to the 
transportation companies. The 
companies have three functions to

perform: to supply adequate ser- 
vice at reasonable cost; sufficient 
facilities to meet the needs of com- 
merce, and to extend and con- 
struct ahead of settlement in order 
that additional development may 
take place. These factors, he said, 
require adequate compensation for 
the service they render and adequ- 
more than $368,000,000 during the 
ate credit to provide new moneys 
for new enterprises. It was true 
that the Canadian Pacific was 
earning and paying seven per cent 
on capital stock from railway earn- 
ings, but more was required in 
order to create reserve necessary 
for annual capital expenditures or 
part of them. Members of the 
Canadian Industrial Traffic League 
would appreciate the fate of a 
company which had to borrow 
everything it spent. 

Conditions in Canada during the 
latter part of 1929 resulting from 
the decrease in the western grain 
crop caused a serious decrease in 
railway earnings, but the decrease 
represented the result of an extra- 
ordinary combination of circum- 
stances, The railways had not 
failed in efficiency nor had the 
country suffered from anything 
approaching a general depression, 
It was not a condition to give much 
ground for apprehension and the 
situation of 1929 was not likely to 
be repeated in subsequent zOars, 

The Canadian Pacific ways 
Mr. Beatty said, had a peculiarly 
national! significance in that 97 per 
cent of all its investments in rail, 
steamship, hotels, telegraphs and 
other activities was in Canada, and 
from the day of its inception its 

licies have been dictated by faith 
in Canada and by intelligent self 
interest. “I do not know of any 
combination of factors which tend 
more towards commercial suprem- 
acy than a combination of nit’onal 
sentiment, a sense of public duty 
and unremitting striving for effi- 
ciency, in order that the solvency of 
the undertaking may never be 
questioned and that its owners may 
be adequately rewarded,” the presi- 
dent declared when emphasizing 
that the Canadian Pacific was out- 
standing in these factors, 

“Improvements in physical con- 
ditions, construction of new lines 
and facilities is one way by which 
a corporation can show its faith 
and also its leadership”, Mr. 
Beatty continued. “The Canadian 
Pacific in the past ten years has 
spent millions of dollars on capital 
account in connection with rail- 
ways, it has done many thincs 
which represent a notable contri) u- 
tion, not only to its own fac'lities 
but to the communities in which 
its operations are conducted. In 
that short period of time, it has 
rock-ballasted over 2,000 miles of 


ride and patriotism in the 


railway, it has increased the weight 
of rail and has block-signalled over 
1,300 miles; also it has increased 
its rail mileage by almost 2,500 
miles, which a few years ago 
would have been considered a con- 
sideral> system in itself. It has 
built at Vancouver one of the most 
modern piers in the world for ocean 
and coastal freight and passenger 
service, It has completed con- 
struction and lining of the great 
Connaught Tunnel in the Selkirk 
Mountains at a cost of more than 
eight million dollars. It has borne 
its share of the cost of the great 
viaduct in Toronto. It has spent 
millions of dollars in enlarging, 
modernizing and strengthening its 
bridges and it has made the most 
conspicuous development through 
the efforts of Canadian engineers 
in designing and constructing the 
largest and most powerful locomo- 
tives in the British Empire. 


The value of the Canadian Paci- 
fic as a good citizen was pointed 
out by the railway President. For 
many years, and particularly since 
the war the Canadian Pacific and 
many other companies have en- 
deavoured to associate themselves 
with, and support many community 
movements and to assist hospitals 
and educational movements. The 
rules which applied to individual 
good citizenship also applied to cor- 
porations, 


It was a frequent and logical 
complaint of railways in the United 
States that they were heavily taxed 
and that this taxation was almost 
crippling in its effect. There was 
no disputing the correctness of 
that statement insofar as many 
railways were concerned, but he 
would willingly assume their taxes 
if he could be assured of their 
rates. One railway of Canaaa, 
however, did not escape heavy tax- 
ation, In 1918 the Canadian Paci- 
fic’s total tax bill was $1,382,000. 
In 1928 it was $8,038,178, an in- 
crease of 482 per cent. This sum 
represented taxes at the rate of 
$21,962 per day, $915 r hour, 
$15.25 per minute or % cents 
per second. The Company, he em- 
phasized, was making a very 
stantial contribution to the Gov- 
}ernment of the country. The daily 
payrol! of the Canadian Pacific 
was $267,000, its daily disburse- 
ment for material and supplies 
was $220,000 ,and its daily tax bill 
$21,000. These figures indicated 
the contribution to day by day busi- 
ness and applying the same basis 
to the total expenditure of all rail- 
ways in Canada last year developed 
jthe feet that the total sum dis- 
bursed exceeded $500,000,000, er a 
little more than $50 for every 
man, woman and child in the coun- 
ry.

Dr. Carrothers advocated a close 
check up of each boy and girl trom 
the first day they enter school and 
4 file made up showing their prog 
ress characteristics and natural 
abilities This tile would then {ol- 
ow them thru each grade and be 
used by trined Psychologists to 
Dame and determine what voca- 
lion the boy or girl would be best 
fitted for. 

This same system was advocated 
by one of the speakers last year, 
at the Lethbridge convention. We 
uuust therefore be prepared to ap 
bly or consider something of this 
nature in the future. 

The speaker referred vw the 
large number of children who are 
compelled by various reasons to 
leave school early and for which 
no provision is made, 

Something should be done to 
provide 4 number of natural jump 
ing off places by vocational or 
natural training, so that the child- 
ren may have something to start 
with, which will enable them to 
take their place in the social order 
of things and not left socially in- 
ferior. Under our present system 
many will develop an inferior com- 
plex and the speaker declared this 
to be socially dangerous. 

Dr. Carruther spoke of our pres- 
ent High School Curriculum and 
said it should be made more voca- 
tional. A large number of students 
leaving High School today are com- 
pelled to take a job of circum- 
Stance because their education has 
pot fitted them for any definite 
ling of work.
